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Rise of the 
bloodsport 
gangs who 
stage brutal 
hare coursing

HARES being ripped apart by dogs for 
sport has become a widespread problem 
in Kent, according to farmers who say 
gangs are trespassing and threatening 
landowners who try to stop the bloody 
entertainment. 

Kent’s rural community said the law 
on the bloodsports is continuously be¬ 
ing flouted by groups of coursers mov¬ 
ing around the county to stage hunts 
with other gangs who travel to Kent to 
take part and place bets. 

The problem has become widespread 
with offenders travelling from district to 
district as they are moved on by farm¬ 
ers, or in an attempt to escape being 
caught by authorities. 

As well as being cruel, the illegal 
practice damages crops where the 
trespassers drive across fields in 4x4 


vehicles. It is also threatening a genera¬ 
tion of hares. 

Coursing, which involves lurcher 
dogs being used to chase and catch 
hares before tearing them apart, was 
made illegal in 2005. 

Spectators place bets on which dog 
will catch the terrified hare first. 

But Kevin Attwood, who owns Down 
Court Farm in Doddington, said it has 
continued despite the ban. 

“It happens in the autumn when the 
crops have been cleared, and there is 
also a spell around March before the 
crops get too tall,” he said. 

“They use lurcher-type dogs. There are 
several issues; there’s crop damage when 
they drive onto land, but the key issue is 
the loss of one of our iconic species. 

“They breed in February and the ba¬ 
bies are only about five or six weeks old 
in March - they don’t stand a chance.

Post-16 students wait 
on crucial decision over 


subsidised

COUNTY Hall chiefs are expected to agree to the 
roll-out of a subsidised bus travel pass for teenag¬ 
ers aged 16 and over who are still in education. 

It follows a campaign last year when young¬ 
sters called on Kent County Council to consider a 
pass for post-16 students, similar to the Freedom 
Pass which serves children aged 11-16. 

More than 12,000 people signed an e-petition 
calling for the concessionary bus pass scheme - 
which allows 11 to 16-year-olds to travel on 
buses any time for a one-off annual fee of £100 
- to be extended to young people aged 17-20. 

It followed the scrapping last year of the Edu¬ 
cation Maintenance Allowance (EMA), a £30 
weekly payment scheme supporting young peo¬ 
ple from lower-income fa mil ies in 16-19 educa¬ 
tion. The payment was used by some to pay for 
travel to school or college, which can reach as 
much as £900 a year. 

Three pilot schemes were introduced to run 


bus travel 

simultaneously with a public consultation look¬ 
ing at a permanent concessionary bus pass. 

On Monday, cabinet members will look at final 
options including a subsidy reducing the cost of 
the pass from £750 to £520 to the student and 
potentially even less should a college or school 
choose to further subsidise the pass for pupils. 

In its 16+ Travel Pass Options report, KCC 
says it is looking to provide a pass available to 
young people in school years 12,13 and 14. 

Youngsters with special education needs (SEN) 
aged 16-24 will continue to receive assistance in 
line with KCC’s statutory duty. 

Options being considered include withdraw¬ 
ing any support through the post-16 transport 
policy, except for SEN youngsters, which would 
save £1.58mm2012-13;a capped subsidy level 
with additional costs placed on colleges and 
schools; and pre-paid passes like Oyster cards in¬ 
cluding subsidies, but only a limited number of 
cards would be available to students. 

A full subsidy model is the favoured option. 

The council explained: “KCC would determine

a subsidy amount per pass. Unlike the capped 
model, KCC would issue as many passes as there 
is demand for to eligible learners. Learning pro¬ 
viders and employers could further subsidise the 
pass to reduce the cost to learners.” 

KCC said the option carried a risk if the take-up 
of the passes exceeded the available budget or if 
costs escalated due to passes being used exces¬ 
sively: “As this is a discretionary policy, extra 
costs would have to be borne by raising council 
tax or by making savings elsewhere.” 

Under this option the pass would cost £520 
and colleges and schools can choose to further 
subsidise the cost for students. 

Additional financial assistance would be avail¬ 
able for students from lower income families. 

Kent Youth County Council member Samuel 
Watkin said addressing the post-16 travel pass 
issue was a “step forward” to better public trans¬ 
port for older teenagers. 


Dramatic drop in hares where bloodsport left unchallenged

"They just get slaughtered. It wipes 
out a generation of hares." 

Mr Attwood said it was also frighten¬ 
ing for farmers to go and speak to Large 
groups of people trespassing on their 
Land during the day and night. 

"To have to go and confront them 
can be daunting and they can be 
intimidating," he said. 

Mr Attwood, who is chairman of the 
National Farmers Union's South East 
committee, said the problem was that 
gangs just moved from one area to 
another, meaning no part of Kent was 
protected. 

At night, coursers use off-road 
vehicles and high-powered Lamps to 
Light up fields to hunt nocturnal 
animals, damaging crops and wiping 
out potentiaiiy huge yields. 

And in areas of the UK where the 


problem has been unchaLLenged, there 
has been a dramatic drop in the number 
of hares. 

Farmers said Kent Police were 
working hard to try and stamp out the 
problem, but admitted it was hard 
when covering such a Large area. 

Difficulties getting evidence had also 
meant prosecutions were harder to 
secure as offenders could only be 
prosecuted if there was a hare carcass. 

According to some farmers, gangs 
travel from Essex to course with Local 
gangs and bet Large sums of money on 
the bloodsport. 

One farmer, who asked not to be 
named, said he had been threatened 
when he had asked coursers to move 
off his Land. 

Catherine Barr, of East Lenham Farm 
between Maidstone and Ashford, said 
she suffered regular problems with 


hare coursing on her Land. 

"We get it all the time; sometimes 
we see them, sometimes we don't," 
she said. 

"Sometimes they dig ditches so they 
can get their vehicles through onto the 
fields. We try and keep a Look out. If 
another farmer sees them on our Land 
they give us a ring, and we do the same. 

"If they drive around on growing 
crops it does a Lot of damage. We try 
and conserve plants and wildlife on the 
farm. 

"I know there have been cases of 
Lamping where they go out with big 
Lamps and go shooting." 

Kent Police works in rural areas with 
gamekeepers and Landowners to 
address hare coursing and poaching. 

A force spokeswoman said: "As a 
result Landowners know officers will 
take these matters seriously and are 


more Likely to report incidents. 

"Kent Police undertakes several 
neighbourhood initiatives to tackle 
rural crime and poaching issues and 
operations are running across the 
county with close Liaison with the Local 
farming community." 

Current prosecution figures were 
not available, but the spokeswoman 
said in 2008 six people were arrested 
for hare coursing offences and a further 
six people were believed to have been 
reported for poaching/hare coursing 
offences. 

She said: "In addition, the National 
Wildlife Crime Unit is researching and 
analysing poaching offences in general 
and is building up profiles of behaviour 
and offenders. 

"This is something that will assist 
Local officers in identifying the overall 
picture of hare coursing."

Fire brigade union raises concerns 
at new Eurotunnel safety contract 


KENT'S fire brigade union has warned of job 
Losses and problems with safety at the Channel 
Tunnel due to potential changes to emergency 
fire cover. 

Eurotunnel, which operates the cross- 
Channel service, is in discussions with Kent Fire 
and Rescue Service (KFRS) and the French Fire 
Service (SDIS 62) over the renewal of contracts. 

The two fire services have provided primary 
and secondary emergency cover - the first and 
secondary responses to an incident - for the 
tunnel, which runs from Folkestone to Calais, 
since it opened in 1994. 

A spokesman for the Fire Brigade Union, Jim 
Parrott, said Eurotunnel was looking to bring in 
a private contractor to take over the primary 
cover, currently carried out by specialist teams 
from KFRS and SDIS 62. Secondary cover, also 
provided by the English and French fire crews 
who are located in towns either end of the 
tunnel, involves putting out fires. 

Mr Parrott said: "Cover is paid for by Eurotun¬ 
nel and it's done under contract. It's been out of 
contract for 18 months." 

Fie said problems on the French side with the 
cost of indemnity had meant primary cover 
could be taken over by a private company and 
the subsequent Loss of jobs in the French and 
English fire crews. 

"We don't think provision from a private 
company can provide satisfactory cover. It's a 


specialist role with specialist resources and 
equipment - they deal with very dangerous 
situations," said Mr Parrott. "KFRS would not 
want to provide secondary cover if there was a 
private company doing primary." 

Asked whether the changes could impact 
safety, he said: "Eurotunnel said there would 
only be one incident in 50 years, but there have 
been four in 12 years. It would have a massive 
impact on safety." 

But Eurotunnel spokesman John Keefe 
denied there would be any problems, saying it 
was likely the same teams would provide the 
cover, just under a different contract. 

Fie also vehemently denied there would be 
any threat to the safety of passengers. 

"There is no risk to safety and it's likely to be 
exactly the same people providing the cover. 

All emergency services would remain exactly 
as they are; there would be no difference." 

Director of operational policy and resilience at 
KFRS Steve Demetriou said KFRS and Eurotun¬ 
nel must give two years' notice to end the 
contract and are currently in active discussions 
to renew it with hope of reaching an agreement 
in the coming months. "The French fire service 
has also been discussing contract renewal with 
Eurotunnel," he said. "KFRS firefighters have 
developed excellent bi-national working 
arrangements with their SDIS colleagues over 
20 years and hope to maintain these in the future."

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DROUGHT 

Water companies warn 
hosepipe ban may last 
throughout the summer

HOUSEHOLDS across the county will have to 
live with a hosepipe ban until at the least the end 
of the summer. 

The water companies’ restrictions to be intro¬ 
duced on April 5 will mainly target domestic us¬ 
ers. Customers will be prevented from using 
hosepipes for watering gardens, washing cars, 
patios and boats, and from filling swimming and 
paddling pools, ponds, and fountains. 

Anyone caught breaking the 
ban faces a £1,000 fine. 

The five companies that supply 
the county are imposing the ban 
on the same day. Southern Wa¬ 
ter, South East Water, Veolia Wa¬ 
ter South East, Thames Water, 
and Sutton and East Surrey Wa¬ 
ter, say they are introducing the 
bans after the area became a 
drought zone last month. 

The measures come after two 
of the driest winters on record. 

Experts say only heavy non-stop 
rai n for weeks will ease the 
problem. 

Veolia Water South East head 
of operations Gavin McHale said 
the ban was an essential move to conserve and 
help ensure a secure supply during what could 
be a continuing and severe drought. 

He said: “In the Eolkestone and Dover area we 
have no surface water from rivers or reservoirs 
to draw on, and we rely on boreholes which 
take water from chalk and gravel aquifers. These 
natural aquifers need to be recharged each year 
during the autumn, winter and spring. 

“Eorecasts show the drought is likely to con¬ 
tinue so we need to move quickly to conserve 
our limited water resources.” 


South East water says two of it key reservoirs 
at Ardingly in West Sussex and Bewl Reservoir 
in Lamberhurst, which it shares with Southern 
Water, are still below 50 per cent capacity. 

The companies are urging all their customers 
to use water more wisely and local authorities 
have to develop plans to make plants in parks 
and gardens more resilient to drought. 

A spokesman for Swale Borough Council said: 
“We have massively reduced our reliance on wa¬ 
tering over recent years, cutting back on bedding 
and replacing with more sustainable planting 
such as shrubs, bulbs and her- 
bacious plants. 

“We do not have hanging bas¬ 
kets and have a limited number of 
troughs and planters.” 

A garden sprinkler uses more 
than 1,000 litres of water an 
hour, enough to supply six peo¬ 
ple for a whole day. 

Howard Davidson, Environ¬ 
ment Agency South East re¬ 
gional director, said: “We will 
be watching to ensure water 
companies follow their drought 
plans, and expect them to dem¬ 
onstrate they are doing every¬ 
thing possible to reduce water 
demand including stepping up 
their publicity campaigns.” 

The ban has been crticised by environmental 
groups and unions who say it is a sign of lack of 
long-term planning in the water industry. 

Graham Warren, of Protect Kent, said: “CPRE 
have consistently campaigned for a new wide- 
ranging water resource management strategy 
for the South East, incorporating sources of 
supply with the capacity to sustain Kent and the 
region as a whole under drought conditions, 
which records suggest to be of increasing fre¬ 
quency and duration.”

^Channel diver rescue 

A DARING rescue took place in the English

New energy provider to rise from Richborough 
dust, exchanging power to and from Continent

GOING, GOING, GONE: Thousands of people found vantage points last Sunday to watch the cooling towers at Richborough finally come crashing down 


AFTER 50 years dominating the Thanet skyline 
Richborough power station has been demolished 
- but the site will still help to meet our energy 
needs. 

The old coal-fired generator’s cooling towers 
and chimney were demolished last Sunday 
morning to make way for an energy park. 

Part of the site will be used by the National 
Grid to provide electricity. It wants to build an 
‘interconnector’ which will exchange power to 
and from Europe. A 1,000 megawatt undersea 
cable will run between Richborough and the 
Belgium port of Zeebrugge. 

Kevin Lee, project director for the intercon¬ 
nector, said: “At different times of the day de¬ 
mand in different countries varies considerably. 
What this allows us to do is make use of the sur¬ 
plus of generation that occurs in each country. 

“Rather than build new generators in either 
country we can make more efficient use of what 
we have got. This provides huge benefits in using 
more intermittent forms of generating power. ’’ 

Mr Lee said the interconnector, hoped to be 
completed by 2018, could supply three times the 
power of the old station, which closed in 1996. 

He said: “Kent is ideally situated because of its 
proximity to Europe. This is adding power and 
flexibility for the National Grid and the power 


exchange will happen many times a day.’’ 

The project bill is likely to run into hundreds of 
millions of pounds, to be shared between Nation¬ 
al Grid and the Belgium electricity provider Elia. 

The project may reuse the old steel framed 
turbine hall still left at the site to house equip¬ 
ment, although it is still too early for any detailed 
designs. 

Mr Lee said: “We will be working with local 
authorities, communities and interest groups to 
ensure this exciting development brings benefits 
to all concerned. Interconnectors are going to 
have an important role in making sure the coun¬ 


try has security of supply and bringing about a 
competitive European electricity market. ’’ 

Tom Pietercil, project director from Elia, said: 
“This is a long undersea link. Because of its 
length we have to transmit the power in direct 
current rather alternating current. 

“That allows us to transmit high voltages, but 
at both sides we need a converter station to turn 
the power back from DC to AC. The energy will 
be able to flow in both directions.’’ 

Thousands of people came out to see the end of 
one of Thanet’s most distinctive landmarks. 
They found vantage points from miles around to 


watch the industrial building being flattened. 

At 9 am explosive charges that could be heard 
as far away as Canterbury, ripped the concrete 
structures apart, crashing them to the ground. 

BEL Management Ltd, which owns the site, 
said the rest of the land will be used for other 
generating technology such as anaerobic diges¬ 
tion, solar power, wood chip burning or a proc¬ 
ess called pyrolysis which uses carbon-based 
waste to create a gas that can then be burned to 
generate electricity.

Manston sale is council ‘failure’ and 
threat to airport’s long-term future

NEWS that Manston Airport has been put up 
for sale by its New Zealand owner Infratil has put 
the long-term future of the airport into doubt, it 
has been claimed. 

Business leaders in the area are criticising 
Thanet District Council for putting off investors 
into the business. 

David Foley, chief executive of the Thanet & 
East Kent Chamber of commerce, said: “One 
must question the approach of Thanet District 
Council. We had a benign investor (Infratil) who 
wanted to invest around £40 million and create 
3,000 jobs by 2018. 

“We should have been falling over to say to 
them how can we help. But we have had the 
opposite. It has been endless consultations and 
delays (on the issue of night flights). 

“It has been a failure of council managers to 
keep a major investor on board.” 

Mr Foley said in an area that has some of the 
highest unemployment figures in the county, the 
council had a moral duty to attract investors. 

He said: “Over the last three years the council 
has instituted delays and reports. 

“The real business world is not made up of 
reports, it is made up opportunities and returns 
on investment. Opportunities funded by a major 
investor do not come round very often.” 

Manston’s rival airport, Southend, seems to 
have had more success in attracting passengers. 

The airport has a new terminal, railway sta¬ 
tion and hotel. It has just secured three daily 
flights to Dublin by an operator run by the Irish 
airline Aer Lingus. 

Mr Foley said: “Southend council had a proac¬ 
tive business-friendly approach. They length¬ 
ened the runway, they have accepted that some 
flights have to fly near a church. 

“It is the polar opposite approach to Thanet.

“They have recognised that inward investment 
into an airport is important. Manston is a much 
better proposition that Southend ever was.” 

He added: “If you look at employment figures 
around other airports such as Gat wick and Lu¬ 
ton there are few businesses that provide so 
much employment. ” 


Airline experts have suggested the airport’s 
only future lies in running freight services rather 
than passenger flights. 

They say night flights were a vital part of In- 
fratil’s business plan and delays caused by public 
consultations about the issue over the years was 
a major reason for the company pulling out. 

There has been speculation that if the air¬ 
port does not have a long-term future then 
other development opportunities such as hous¬ 
ing, leisure or even the film industry could be 
an alternative. 

Thanet council’s Labour administration, 
which took over the council in December, has 
defended its approach to the airport. 

It launched a 2 8-day public consultation into 
night flights which ended earlier this month. 

Council leader Cllr Clive Hart said: “There are 
suggestions being made by our political oppo¬ 
nents that the Thanet Labour policy to protect 
our local environment has in some way caused 
the proposed sale of Manston airport. 

“ Infratil’s decision is more likely to be down 
to the effect of procrastination, indecision and 
navel-gazing by the previous Conservative 
administration. 

“Indeed, had I not taken swift action to initiate 
a more focused consultation earlier this year, we 
would almost certainly now be at the start of a 
long, drawn out and costly Tory planned consul¬ 
tation process as this latest news hits us. 

“This week’s news for Manston is worrying, 
but thankfully the council at least is on target to 
complete our local consultation process.” 

Mr Foley was still optimistic that a new buyer 
could be found. 

He said: It does present a wonderful invest¬ 
ment opportunity. There are no airports like 
Manston available to relieve congestion at Lon¬ 
don airports in the short term.”

Pembroke bursar Chris Blen- 
cowe said; “We will all be glued 
to the television to see how well 
they do. It will be fingers 
crossed for all of us. We don’t 
know the result, but are really 
proud of what they have 
achieved. 

“This programme is the pin¬ 
nacle of television quizzes and 
rivals even Mastermind. 


“It would be wonderful if 
they have won, but it is an im¬ 
mense achievement for them 
to have got this far.’’ 

Pembroke College, founded 
in 1347 by Marie de St Pol, 
Countess of Pembroke, is the 
third oldest of the Cambridge 
colleges and the first to have its 
own chapel.

The for¬ 
mat has changed little over the 
decades and was originally

Paxman. 

As 2012 is the programme’s

FOOD 

Salad importer to pay more than 
£7,000 for supplying rotting food 


BRITAIN'S largest salad importer has defended 
its "integrity" after being fined for supplying rot¬ 
ten cucumbers and tomatoes. 

It was fined £2,700 after marketing two 
separate consignments of Spanish tomatoes 
and cucumbers which were deemed unfit for 
human consumption. 

At Birmingham magistrates' court, Fortune 
Frutos (UK) Limited, admitted two separate 
breaches of EC marketing standards for fresh 
horticultural produce. 

The charges involved delivering and market¬ 
ing two regulated consignments of Spanish 
tomatoes and cucumbers inspected by the 
Horticultural Marketing Inspectorate, which is 
part of the Rural Payments Agency, at Birming¬ 
ham wholesale market in June last year. 

They found the food did not meet the 


minimum marketable standards allowed. The 
inspectors calculated 24 per cent of the 
Paddock Wood company's tomatoes were 
rotting with visible mould deposits, and 72 per 
cent of the cucumbers had wet rots. 

Boss Jose Hernandez-Morales told Archant 
KOS Media: "We have a lot of integrity as a 
company as well as a high level of responsibility 
and service. Therefore, I’d rather not comment 
on this in view of the fact that the final result is 
not going to change now." 

The company was fined £1,350 for each 
offence and told to pay prosecution and 
investigation costs of £4,733. Fortuna imported 
more than 1.367 million boxes of Spanish 
tomatoes into the UK in 2011, supplying 
supermarket contracts and wholesale markets 
nationwide.

TEENAGE pregnancy rates are 
continuing to rise in the county 
despite levels nationwide being 
at their lowest since 1969. 

The latest figures for Kent 
showed a rise in the number of 
girls aged 15-17 falling preg¬ 
nant in several districts. 

Dover, Gravesham, Shepway 
and Medway saw small in¬ 
creases, and Maidstone and 
Thanet the highest rises with 
23.4 per cent and 22.2 per cent 
respectively. 

Health bosses stressed, how¬ 
ever, that in most cases the high 
percentage increases amounted 
to just a handful of girls. 

In Maidstone there were 8 7 
teen conceptions in 2008-09, 
and 108 in 2009-10. Thanet 
had 128 in 2008-09, and 148 
in 2009-10. 

Thanet and Shepway saw 
the highest rates in the latest 
figures - Shepway had 50.1 per 
1,000 births, and Thanet 58.8 
per 1,000. 

Swale - which historically has 


battled high teenage pregnan¬ 
cy rates - bucked the Kent-wide 
trend with a 10.4 per cent drop. 

Kent saw a 1.7 per cent rise 
overall. 

NHS bosses have been work¬ 
ing to try and drive down num¬ 
bers by improving relationships 
and sex education in schools, 
launching the Student Health 
Service in secondary schools 
and rolling out the C-Card 
Condom Scheme, to give young 
people quick, easy and confi¬ 
dential access to condoms at 
more than 100 clinics and 
pharmacies. 

Director of public health for 
Kent, Meradin Peachey, said 
teenage pregnancy was a com¬ 
plex issue. 

“One of the important factors 
is young people’s aspirations in 
life, and the opportunities in 
work and education that they 
perceive are open to them, 
which influence the choices 
they make,” she said. 

“We take a partnership 
approach to addressing these 
issues by supporting young 
people with education and job 


opportunities and raising their 
aspirations. 

“On a practical level we en¬ 
sure access to contraception 
and sexual health advice, en¬ 
couraging girls and young 
women to delay having sex. 

“We ensure our services 
meet young people’s needs and 
we involve young people in de¬ 
veloping our services so they 
are young people friendly.” 

Medway, which has also 
battled with high teenage preg¬ 
nancy rates, saw a rise of seven 
per cent, amounting to just a 
handful of girls. 

NHS bosses said reducing 
the level of teenage pregnancy 
remained a top priority. 

Director of public health for 
Medway Dr Alison Barnett 
said: “Research shows that the 
babies of teenage mothers are 
more likely to have worse 
health and poorer life chances 
than other babies. 

“We are continuing to work 
to reduce teenage pregnancy 
by ensuring young people have 
the information they need to 
make positive choices.”

Gypsy pitches could be allocated 
on ‘council housing’ points system

A POINTS system for assessing people’s suitabil¬ 
ity of new traveller sites could be introduced - 
but it has been rejected by gypsy leaders. 

Kent County Council wants to bring in the 
controversial method which is similar to the way 
people are considered for social housing. 

The Gypsy Council said the move will do nothing 
to address the issue of a shortage of sites, but KCC 
argue the new set of rules will be transparent, 
leading to fewer appeals and cutting legal costs. 

Bill Forester, head of KCC’s gypsy and traveller 
unit, said: “We’re trying to make the system as 
similar as it can be to the one for social housing, 
but obviously it needs to cater for the particular 
needs of the gypsy and traveller community. 

“We do need more pitches. We are going to 
have 18 more on the new Coldharbour site 
where building will start in May; Maidstone have 
got 15 agreed for funding and are doing a 
consultation; and we are making a further bid 
for Homes and Communities Agency who pro¬ 
vide the funding, for a site in Swale. 

“If all those come good, and we are pretty 
confident that at least three will, then we would 
actually have nearly 25 per cent more pitches 
than at present.” 

The points would be allocated using a number 
of parameters, including issues like current 
accommodation, the lack of facilities and legal 
places to live, plus any applicable health and 
care issues. 

Swale-based Joe Jones is the co-chairman of 
the Gypsy Council. He said he is concerned about 
what he sees as a lack of commitment in getting 
more sites up and running. 

He said: “There haven’t been any new sites 
built since the 1990s. And now there are not 
enough sites within Kent for gypsy travellers. 

“We need those new sites before they start think¬ 


ing about points systems. There is an underlying 
pressure for more suitable accommodation. 

“The Ashford site has been extended with a 
couple of trailer sites, but that was the very first 
site to be built in the 60s. 

“So how many children since the 60s have 
been born on that site and had to go in to hous¬ 
ing. It is cheaper to build a gypsy site than it is to 
build houses. Now there are gypsys in houses 
that want to go on a site with their family. 

“If they did that, the councils could release 
housing stock and they could be used by the 
people who actually want a house.” 

Meanwhile, in Maidstone, the council appears 
to be tackling the very problem the Gypsy Coun¬ 
cil is concerned about. 

Maidstone Borough Council is contacting 
landowners, agents and public bodies to come 
up with a list of possible new sites. 


The authority is working with Town and 
Country Housing Group after the organisation 
was handed £1.3 million by the Homes and 
Communities Agency as a grant. The agency 
said the money will help them come up with 15 
public pitches within three years. 

Maidstone council said the sites it wants to 
hear about must be at least half a hectare, have 
access to a suitable road, be level ground, and 
have a named landowner willing to sell. 

Mr Jones said Swale has also done something 
similar, but the sites found were not for sale. 

He said: “Until the councillors and MPs under¬ 
stand us, they will always be our main problem. 
They use us as cannon fodder for their own 
political gains.” 

Submitted sites will be assessed against a range 
of planning criteria to determine if there are 
any which could be suitable for this purpose.

Scotney Castle death 
Sherlock’s latest case

HISTORIC Scotney Castle is the 
latest site to benefit from the 
renewal of interest in all things 
Sherlock Holmes. 

Following BBC One’s hit 
series which brings the great 
detective and his assistant Dr 
John Watson into the 21st cen¬ 
tury, and Robert Downey Jnr 
and Jude Law’s all-action big 
screen take on the duo, they 
are now back on the printed 
page in a new adventure. 

Tim Symonds’ novel Sher¬ 
lock Holmes and the Dead Boer 
at Scotney Castle has just been 
published by MX Publishing. 

Set in 1904, the book sees Hol¬ 
mes and Watson take the train 
to The Weald to address the mys¬ 
terious Kipling League at a man¬ 
or house called Crick’s End. Then 
a body is found - apparently a 
tramp who drowned while 
washing - at nearby Scotney 
Castle in Tunbridge Wells. 

But what is the significance 
of the body being found in a 
shallow pond and not the 
moat.^ And why was the victim

greement, in fact several, 
throughout the book. 

Scotney Castle is an ideal 
setting for a story of murder, 
mystery and intrigue. It has a 
ghost, dinosaur remains and 
was once the hiding place of a 
renegade priest. 

Nobleman Roger Ashburn- 
ham is credited with building 
it in around 1378-80 when 
wealthy families needed pro¬ 
tection against possible French 
invasion. It was originally 
constructed as a roughly rec¬ 
tangular fortified house with 
towers in each corner. 

In 15 80, the south wing was 
rebuilt in Elizabethan architec¬ 


ture style, and in around 1630 
the eastern range was rebuilt 
in Inigo Jones style. 

The Elizabethan wing re¬ 
mained a bailiffs residence 
until 1905, but the eastern 
range was partly dismantled 
on the completion of the new 
house in 1843, leaving the ruin 
as a garden feature. 

Catholic owner Thomas 
Darrell hid Jesuit Father Rich¬ 
ard Blount in the castle while 
he aided persecuted Roman 
Catholics from 1591 to 1598. 

Catholicism was then illegal 
in England and during a second 
raid by authorities to arrest the 
Father he fled over a wall into 
the moat and escaped. 

Another Darrell, Arthur, was 
known as a smuggler and is be¬ 
lieved to have killed a customs 
man. His ghost is said to rise 
from the castle moat and ham¬ 
mer futilely on the door. 

In 1778, Edward Hussey 
bought the estate and his 
grandson, also Edward, built a 
‘new’ castle to the designs of 
Anthony Salvin, from sand¬ 
stone quarried from the slope 
below. The hollow created 
was developed into a Quarry 
Garden and contains a 100- 
million-year-old impression of 
a dinosaur’s footprint. 

In 1970, the estate was left 
to the National Trust. Now it 
is a popular tourist attraction, 
not least because of its fine 
gardens.

Sustaining the future of work 


Spokesman for Kent Green Party Steve Dawe explains how using 
green energy and conservation techniques can help fill the jobs gap 


THE closure of Kingsnorth 
power station is to be welcomed 
as, like all coal-fired power sta¬ 
tions, it is a major source of pol¬ 
lution, specifically carbon diox¬ 
ide, adding to global warming. 

But where are the future jobs 
in Medway and surrounding 
areas to come from.^ 

The cheapest single energy 
policy is energy conservation. 

We can do everything with 
energy sources that we do now, 
and use considerably less ener¬ 
gy. Why.^ Because our build¬ 
ings are not properly insulated. 

If every home, school and 
business is insulated over 
the next couple of decades, 
considerable employment will 
be created. 

Also, every building can play 
a role in the production of en¬ 
ergy. Solar water heating and 
solar panels can and do cut en¬ 
ergy bills. In fact, a reduction of 
up to 60 per cent in energy use 
is possible in the UK. 

What type of non-polluting. 


efficient and up-to-date energy 
production do we need in fu¬ 
ture as old polluting technolo¬ 
gies are phased out.^ 

The UK has the best wind 
regime in Europe and it is not 
surprising that wind turbines 
are adding more electricity 
to the national grid today 
than any of the other new en¬ 
ergy installations. 

Solar panels, solar water 
heating, ground source heat 
pumps and combined heat 
and power boilers are all exam¬ 
ples of renewable energy 
technologies which may be 
added to our buildings to cut 
energy bills. 

Since we import about 90 
per cent of the wood and wood 
products we use in this country 
we have good reason to plant 
more trees. This will help our 
construction industry, improve 
biodiversity and support de¬ 
clining bird species. 

Kent’s landscape can also 
support fast-growing species 


like willow, coppicing them for 
use as biomass. 

This can be used in existing 
coal-fired power stations as a 
sustainable alternative to coal 
and is already happening at the 
immense Drax power station. 
The employment potential of a 
larger forestry industry will be 
significant for Kent. 

But obstacles stand in the 
way of a zero carbon energy 
system for the UK. 

Supporters of old, inefficient 
and polluting energy technolo¬ 
gies like coal, gas and nuclear 
are resisting both energy effi¬ 
ciency and renewables as much 
as they can. 

This is against the national 
interest because it pushes 
up energy imports and main¬ 
tains pollution. 

Our greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions are still growing. 

Our energy bills are rising 
due to a lack of price controls 
and a very poor commitment 
within the energy industry

to either efficiency or renewa¬ 
ble energy. 

And fuel poverty will soon af¬ 
flict six million households in 
this country unless radical 
steps are taken. 

If this is not done, we face 
higher energy bills, more 
deaths each year from the cold, 
more pollution and the im¬ 
mense long-term costs of nu¬ 
clear waste storage which 
make nuclear power the most 
expensive energy technology 
ever devised. 

We do not have to do this. 

At my home, we have cut 
our energy bills with loft and 
interior wall insulation, and by 
adding solar water heating 
which cuts our gas bill. 

Later this year, we will add 
solar panels to cut our electric¬ 
ity bill. 

We need our councils and 
our government to take the 
same approach to all our build¬ 
ings, for the sake of all of us, 
and future generations.

WITH all five water companies in Kent 
imposing a hosepipe ban in April we 
will all have to get used to being extra 
careful with our water. 

It is easy to turn on a tap and assume 
water will always be there. It might even 
be fun trying out some of the ingenious 
ways people come up with saving water, 
like reusing water pumped out by the 
washing machine to water the garden. 

However, water bills have 
consistently increased in recent years, 
so what is all that extra money being 
used for? The water companies need to 
speed up their installation of meters, 
continue to clampdown on leaks and 
invest in long term solutions to water 
shortages.

Support for small firms would 
drive our recovery, says FSB

A SEPARATE Government 
body with a seat in the Cabinet 
to defend the interests of small 
businesses should be created at 
the heart of Whitehall, says the 
Eederation of Small Businesses 
(ESB) in the lead-up to this 
year’s Budget. 

Many Government depart¬ 
ments deal with small-business 
policy, without one overall de¬ 
partment thinking ‘small first’. 

In its Budget submission to 
Chancellor George Osborne, 
the ESB is proposing that an 
agency modelled on the Small 
Business Adm in istration (SBA) 
in the US is established to en¬ 
sure that the voice of small en¬ 
terprise is not lost among com¬ 
peting Government priorities. 

The ESB argues that, despite 
promises, successive UK gov¬ 
ernments have failed to fully 
appreciate the needs of the 
country’s army of small busi¬ 
nesses. 

Members say too often the

George Osborne to remember small businesses in his next Budget ‘eye-catching’ measures that 


have had no tangible effect 
on the ground, creating frus¬ 
tration among the small- 
business community. 

A UK Small Business Admin¬ 
istration, backed by political 
will and built for the long term, 
would break that pattern and 
help small firms drive eco¬ 
nomic recovery in the UK. 

Roger House, ESB chairman 
for Kent and Medway, said: 
“The Chancellor has made 
clear that there will be no big 
tax giveaways in this year’s 
Budget and that it is up to the 
private sector to drive econom¬ 
ic recovery by creating jobs 
and growth. 

“The ESB argues that, in or¬ 
der to do that, the Government 
must think small first by giving 
the UK’s 4.5 million small busi¬ 
nesses a more prominent seat 
within Government. 

“Through implementing a 
Small Business Admini¬ 
stration, it would allow the 
Government to quickly imple¬ 
ment policies aimed at helping 
small businesses - such as 
credit-easing - which firms 
have been waiting for since 


the Autumn Statement. It 
would give the Government a 
channel through which it can 
advertise procurement oppor¬ 
tunities and give expert help 
and advice on exporting as well 
as improve communication 
with small firms. 

“All of this would in turn 
help to achieve growth.” 

The ESB believes that, if 
modelled on its US counterpart, 
a UK Small Business Adminis¬ 
tration could help facilitate 
small-business finance through 
measures such as credit-easing 
and finance to help export. 

It could improve procure¬ 
ment opportunities for small 
firms to meet the Government’s 
25 per cent aspiration and 
provide speedy disaster assist¬ 
ance for businesses hit by cir¬ 
cumstances outside their con¬ 
trol, such as last year’s rioting. 

Critically, the SBA would 
challenge other departments to 
rethink policies that could hurt 
small-business interests as well 
as coordinate Government 
agency communication with 
small firms - a big weakness in 
the current arrangements.

Budget threat to our tax-free 
pension cash, warn experts

Manston airport sale ‘a chance 
to introduce proper planning’ 


PENSION benefits are once again under 
threat from the Government, according 
to independent financial advisers 
Brunning Newman Houghton (BNH). 

With the Budget due to be unveiled 
by Chancellor George Osborne on 
Wednesday, there have been a number 
of rumours circulating in the financial 
press as to what cuts or revenue¬ 
making regulations will be introduced. 

David Brunning, director of BNH in 
Tunbridge Wells, said: "Of all these 
whispers from Whitehall, the two that 
our clients are most concerned about 
are the threat to tax-free cash - now 
more properly called the Pension 
Commencement Lump Sum or POLS - 
and possible cuts to tax relief on 
contributions." 

Currently, up to 25 per cent of an 
individual's pension fund can be taken 
as this tax-free lump sum from age 55, 
costing the Government an estimated 
£2.5 billion annually. 

This has been reviewed by various 
governments and under proposals 
being considered by a powerful group 


within the Coalition - Prime Minister 
David Cameron, Deputy Prime Minister 
Nick Clegg, Chief Secretary to the 
Treasury Danny Alexander and 
Osborne - the percentage could be 
reduced to a fixed monetary sum, if it is 
kept at all. 

Brunning said: "Attacking the tax-free 
cash has always been an easy option 
for the Government. It would certainly 
raise revenue, but it is unclear how 
much [and] one has to look at the 
long-term effects. 

"This follows limitation on pension 
contributions, recently cut from 
£255,000 per annum to £50,000, and a 
review on the income-tax relief granted 
on pension contributions. 

"Against a background of volatile 
investment markets and falling pension 
annuity rates, the major attractions that 
encourage people to invest in pensions 
are the prospect of a tax-free lump sum 
at retirement and tax relief on 
contributions. If the Government 
removes these incentives, fewer people 
will be inclined to save for retirement." 


NEWS that Manston airport is up for 
sale is confirmation that the local 
infrastructure is not sufficient to 
sustain an airport, according to one 
of the most respected campaign 
group in the country. 

Manston’s New Zealand owner, 
Infratil, announced it was selling the 
site because it wanted to “refocus its 
investment profile" and concentrate 
on retail, production and supplying 
gas and electricity. 

The move puts 123 jobs at risk. 

The Campaign to Protect Rural 
England says the sale is an ideal 
chance for Thanet council to put into 
force planning regulations protecting 
the interests of residents, particularly 
in the issue of night flights, which 
Infratil wanted to introduce amid 
fierce local opposition. 

A CPRE spokesman said: “Of 
course we are saddened to think that 
existing jobs at Manston might be 
put at risk, but it confirms our long¬ 
standing concerns that Manston has 
been unable to become a commercial 


success for many reasons, not least 
its lack of infrastructure. 

“Manston airport has consistently 
struggled to attract passengers and 
airline operators despite the massive 
amount of investment into it. 

“If a fresh start means new opera¬ 
tors are able to breathe new life into 
Manston, we sincerely hope Thanet 
District Council will take this as an 
opportunity to bring the operation 
under the proper control of a robust 
planning agreement to protect the 
interests of all of Thanet’s residents. 

“The prospect of intensification of 
night flights, while Manston airport 
has been unable to exploit its 
daytime capacity, has hung over the 
county for far too long." 

Malcolm Kirkaldie was a member 
of the former watchdog Manston 
Airport Group. He said: “The former 
owners of the airport never fully 
addressed local complaints or issues. 

“Developers who come into Thanet 
need to be accountable to the local 
community and put something back."

Everyone’s a winner as 
people turn to ethical 
bank after the scandal

THE reputation of ha n kers - especi¬ 
ally those who continue to draw 
huge bonuses despite working for 
failing companies - has never been 
so low. 

Depositors’ funds used for specu¬ 
lation, toxic debts, mismanagement 
and bad investments have led to an 
estimated £850 billion of UK public 
money being used to bail out ailing 
banks over recent years. 

But one company is approaching 
the whole issue of banking in a 
different way. 

Charity Bank, which has its 
head office in Tonbridge, is a UK- 
regulated bank for deposit accounts 
only and also a registered charity 
that lends to charities, social enter¬ 
prises and community groups. 

It invests its money in loans 
to support charities, community 
projects and social enterprises and 
publishes details of every loan it 
makes. So far it has lent more than 
£16 5m to charities and social 
enterprises. 

Interest is charged at 6.5 per cent 
for secured loans and 7.5 per cent 
for unsecured. 

Almost uniquely since the global 
banking crisis started, it has seen its 
deposits grow as customers seek an 
alternative to established financial 
houses - and want to know their 
money is being reinvested for the 
benefit of society. 

“We firmly believe there needs to 
be serious debate over the role of 
banking," said Malcolm Hayday, 
chief executive and founder of 
Charity Bank. 

“The utility side which serves 
the real economy is important to 
people’s lives and livelihoods. 

“Casino banking [the practice 
whereby a commercial bank en¬ 
gages in speculative or risky 
financial activities with the aim of 
achieving high profits] is another 
thing entirely and should be entire¬ 
ly separate. We can see the results 
of such activity today.” 


Charity Bank’s balance sheet for 
the end of 2011 stood at just over 
£80m, up almost 20 per cent on 
the previous year. 

Mr Hayday said: “Charity Bank 
has continued to grow, year on 


year, since its inception and to 
achieve a surplus just before its 
10th anniversary is a wonderful 
achievement. 

“Continued success has allowed 
us to give much-needed financial 


support to charities and not-for- 
profit organisations whose work is 
vital to the community. We are 
happy to be improving the lives of 
so many individuals and as the 
public increasingly choose us as a 
transparent alternative to tradit¬ 
ional banks, this good work looks 
set to continue.” 

Charity Bank has benefited from 
consumers moving towards ethical 
alternatives and continued distrust 
of high-street banks. Since the start 
of the economic crisis, the bank has 
seen its deposit book grow by 200 
per cent. 

It has now approved more than 
1,000 loans for organisations that 
high-street banks overlook; of 
them, 60 per cent have reached 
Government-designated disadvan¬ 
taged communities. 

The total value of agreed loans 
topped £26 million in 2011, with 
the average new loan value stand¬ 
ing at £294,000. Of the projects 
supported, 40 per cent report it 
would not have been possible with¬ 
out the bank’s financial assistance. 

Their loan default rate remains 
less than 0.5 per cent despite the 
difficult financial environment that 
has reached all parts of society. 

“The bank attracts investors who 
want to ensure their money is used 
for projects of community benefit,” 
said Mr Hayday. 

“There is now more than ever a 
greater need for facilities for disad¬ 
vantaged groups and sustainable 
projects because of funding cuts. 

“In the financial sector, the banks 
as a whole still have not understood 
the consequences of their reckless 
actions. Banks have a unique 
licence to operate and if the major 
ones cannot be allowed to fail they 
also have a unique responsibility. 

“If they want there to be growing 
prosperity they have an obligation 
to communities not to be excluded. 
So they should offer more support 
for community projects and advice 
to customers - as well as stopping 
throwing credit cards and debt at 
people.”

Subbuteo 


Tabletop favourite gets a reboot 

For generations, dads and sons alike could re-create the thrills of football through the finger- 
flicking fun of Subbuteo. Now, after years away from our toy shops, it’s back. By Nick Ames. 



A n iconic game invented in Kent 
is getting a 21st-century revamp 
as Subbuteo table-football this 
weekend hits the stores again. 

The first three teams from the 
Premier League to be made 
available for ‘flick to kick’ fans are Premiership 
giants Chelsea, Liverpool and Manchester 
United. 

Under agreements between the clubs and 
manufacturer Paul Lamond Games, all are 
officially-licensed products, with squad 
numbers and shirt-sponsor logos on each 
player. 

England, Scotland and Republic of Ireland 
teams are also available, and more are promised 
as the 2012-13 season starts. 

Toy stores and branches of Waterstones are 
among the stockists of a game once billed as 
“the replica of Association Football” and in 
which players flick small figures on semi¬ 
circular bases to propel a ball into a plastic goal. 

Rules follow football regulations as closely as 
possible - even offside is a factor. And this year 
the tabletop game will have its own World Cup, 
with matches taking place in the plush facilities 
of Manchester City’s Etihad Stadium. 

The new hi-tech ‘footballers’, which can be 
made to spin and swerve, are a far cry from the 
earliest form of the game. 

Its name is derived from Falco subbuteo - a bird 
of prey more commonly known as the hobby - 
and was coined by its creator Peter Adolph, of 
Langton Green, near Tunbridge Wells. 

Sets first became available in 1947 and 
consisted of goals made of wire with paper 
nets, a ball made of cellulose and two teams of 
cardboard players, one in red shirts with white 
shorts, and their opponents in blue shirts with 
white shorts. These two-dimensional figures 
had to be inserted into bases made from buttons 
weighed down with lead washers. 

No pitch was provided - instead chalk was 
provided, along with instructions on how to 
turn an old army blanket into a playing surface. 

Later variations saw increasingly-detailed 
and intricately-painted plastic players and a 


huge number of accessories, including fans, 
stands, floodlights and such oddities as a 
St John’s Ambulance team with a stretcher. 

Every major club strip was re-created, 
although individual teams were not identified 
until the last years of the game’s popularity in 
the 1990s. 

Richard Wells is sales director of the company 
behind the relaunch. 

He said: “The initial market is undoubtedly 
going to be dads. I’m a father myself and 
wanted to introduce it to my sons, so I think we 
shall see fathers buying it for their children and 
kids buying it for their dads. 

“We realise children won’t immediately put 
down their computers and start playing table- 
football. But, of course, we hope the younger

people fall in love with it just as their parents did. ” 
The relaunch also sees a range of generic 
team strips, a referee and spare balls available, 
along with the officially-licenced club sides. 

Further teams, most likely Spurs, Arsenal, 
Manchester City, Celtic and Rangers, will be 
available in August when the company fi n alises 
its agreements with the clubs over matters such 
as exact strips and correct shirt-sponsors. 

Others will follow over the next couple of years. 

Although individual stars are not exactly 
represented, each team has multi-racial players 
and a range of hairstyles. The bases have also 
been improved to make the players more 
manoeuvrable and they are also far more 
sturdy - the older plastic models were prone to 
being snapped. 





Wells said: “Subbuteo was always a great 
game, and it remains a great game. In fact it is 
now much better. The quality of the playing area 
is vastly superior and the production techniques 
used mean there is a far wider range of players - 
some even wear different-coloured boots.” 

In its heyday the game was a part of popular 
culture - for example, pop-punk band The 
Undertones referenced it in My Perfect Cousin. 

Curator Ian Beavis said: “Subbuteo is a very 
popular local invention and people of a certain 
age have fond memories of playing it, so it is 
very pleasing to see it back.”

Don't head for the brightest Lights 
when you’re in search of the best 


S TURRY hosts what must be one 
of the less bustling high streets in 
the land. That much was evident 
on the Saturday evening I strolled 
through with a guest, passing 
precisely no one. 

Given, however, the atmosphere that can 
hang over such places at such times, this is 
perhaps no bad thing. And, truth be told, there 
is not an abundance of venues to draw folk, of 
any disposition, to Sturry high street after dark. 

A fast-food takeaway and mini-supermarket, 
in fact, are pretty much the sum of it. That and 
possibly the finest restaurant in east Kent. 

Its name is Kathton House, a pleasantly 
understated venue that doesn’t bellow claims of 
greatness or force itself on the collective psyche 
other than through the quality of its food. 
Which is, quite simply, excellent. 

Neither overly complex nor unimaginatively 
familiar, our meals could not have been faulted 
at any point during our visit, which was a 
joyous experience in every way. 

The presentation was exquisite, the service 
friendly and warm (I was even offered a pair 
of glasses as, still in denial over my failing 
eyesight, I struggled with the menu) and the 
surroundings genial. 

Feeling instantly at ease, we got under way

with some excellent bread before our starters 
really had the show on the road. My warm 
smoked duck breast salad with raspberry 
dressing was exquisite. I’m a fan of both duck 
and raspberry, so perhaps a combination of the 
two was never going to go wrong, but we all 
know life is rarely that simple... 

My companion’s selection of caramelised 
shallot, beetroot, French bean and dolce latte 
cheese salad with balsamic vinegar dressing 
was, given the wider array of ingredients, 
perhaps more vulnerable to a mismatch. Again, 
though, the result was a total success. 

An excellent and manageable choice of main 
courses (with strong vegetarian options) gave 
only one problem: which to choose.^ I went for 


roast rack of Monkshill Farm lamb in rosemary 
and redcurrant jus served with potato Anna. 

Top-quality meat in a lovely sauce was 
complemented perfectly by a first for me... 
potato Anna, which, for those who don’t know, 
is layered potato cooked in butter (think potato 
Dauphinoise without the cream). 

My companion wanted fillets of John Dory in 
dill and saffron sauce with sauteed new 
potatoes... with no dill. Fortunately, and rightly, 
it was possible to drop it. Happy days. 

Dessert was forced rhubarb, creme patissiere 
tartlet served with stem ginger ice-cream (her) 
and Cointreau parfait with orange and mango 
salad (me). Both were brilliant, mine in 
particular a riotous explosion of taste. 

At this point I must confess to a little unease 
with what has just gone before. During the 
course of my many reviews, I have been 
unfailingly honest, sparing no sensitivities 
when necessary. So, reading this unrestrained 
eulogy, I wonder if I’ve lost that necessary edge. 
But no, I haven’t... I simply couldn’t find fault.

IT’S a German thing - this habit of describing a 
facelift model as ‘the new generation’ when it 
patently is not. 

Still, we might forgive Audi on the occasion 
of the makeover for its major breadwinner, the 
current A4 launched in 2008. 

There’s a lengthy list of new things to note: 
apart from the cosmetics from a re-shaped bon¬ 
net, bumper, grille and headlamps, the engines 
have been fettled to produce impressive fuel and 
emissions improvements including start/stop on 
all units. 

Perhaps most surprising is it’s all been achieved 
in a climate of spiralling costs by raising prices 
just £2 00 a car - the range starts at £2 3,62 5. 

Audi has also executed the changes at the 
same time across the entire range, from the big¬ 
selling saloon and Avant (estate) models to 
sporting S4 and S4 Avant variants and the 
chunkier Allroad quattro all-wheel drive estate. 

There is no doubt that without radically 
changing the look of the range to the point where 
owners of the 2008-12 versions would be 
brassed off and see residuals falling, the new-look 
A4 has more visual impact - Avant models 
being particularly sharp. 

Nor will those owners grumble about the A4’s 
acclaimed chassis being upgraded; it hasn’t and 
probably didn’t need to, since the ’08 car marked 
a point where this front-wheel drive executive 
star silenced traditionalists lauding its rear-driv¬ 
en German rivals, the Mercedes-Benz C-Class 
and BMW 3-Series. 

For the A4 marries well-balanced handling 
and a good ride, as well as cruising quietly on 
motorways. 

With money tighter than ever though, ‘previ¬ 
ous generation’ owners may grumble - or up¬ 
grade - after hearing the gains made on running 
costs. In the most eco-friendly version, the 
£26,555 136PS (134bhp) diesel A4 2.0TDIe, 
average mpg now sits in the mid-60s - a figure 
most superminis cannot emulate. 

It is also one of several revised A4s that escape 
road tax altogether due to low CO 2 emissions, 
while the Benefit in Kind taxation for company 
car drivers is just 13 per cent. And yet the car 
does not feel emasculated by its eco-friendliness. 

On the other hand, there is plenty to tempt 
those who still want their executive model to be 
sporting too; the range flagship S4 Avant quat¬ 
tro (£39,865) for instance, accelerates hits 
62mph in just 5.1 seconds and comes with a 
smooth shifting double-clutch S-tronic auto 
gearbox, with paddle shifts on the wheel for fast 
manual changes. 

With a silky 333PS (330bhp) 3.0-litre six-cyl¬ 
inder petrol engine, it is a car that would be both 
practical and exciting to own. 

Not so sure about the pumped up looking 
177PS (175bhp) 2.0-litre diesel Allroad model I 
drove though. At £31,375 it looks a pricey way 
to suggest it might use its quattro all-wheel drive 
to go places its lower slung sisters might not.

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Little in Large works for Insignia 
but has Vauxhall gone too far?

DROPPING a turbocharged 1.4-litre petrol 
engine into its Astra family hatch has been a 
sensible move by Vauxhall, attracting private 
buyers who would rather avoid diesel. 

But has the Griffin brand gone too far by 
stretching the same little 140PS (138bhp) en¬ 
gine into the considerably bulkier Insignia family 
model and, especially, the Sports Tourer or 
estate version tested here.^ 

Back to back with its 160PS diesel equivalent, 
this model feels quite light on its feet and refined 
unless you really put your foot down, though 
the diesel has slightly more urgent acceleration 
low down. 

Then again, the diesel will cost you about 
£500 more upfront at list price, even if fuel econ¬ 
omy is slightly better. 

However, there is a strong argument now for 
economical small turbocharged petrol engines 
versus equivalent diesels: the 160PS diesel 
should average more than 50mpg - the little 
petrol will be in the late 40s - but you pay more 
for diesel at the pumps. 

So, you need to cover a lot of miles in those 
early years to claw back your extra outlay on the 
diesel model and its fuel. 

The green argument is not so clear either, be¬ 
cause the petrol engine is a new generation low 
emission type and comes with an efficient start/ 
stop system to drive down CO 2 emissions in con¬ 
gested traffic, meaning it is as clean as the diesel 
for road tax purposes - both cars sit in Band E 
(£115/year). 

The result of all this is that company car user 
choosers will probably go for the diesel - private 
buyers will go petrol. 

Looking at the Insignia Sports Tourer gener¬ 
ally, it is one of the most handsome load luggers 
around. If it carried a prestigious German badge 
on the front too then there would be even more 
on the road.

Remember that it won the prestigious Euro¬ 
pean Car of the Year award in 2009, a fitting 
reward for Vauxhall/Opel’s British design chief 
Mark Adams, who has done so much to trans¬ 
form the brand’s cars. 

Mind you, that sharply tailored estate car rear 
end means it can’t compete for full on cargo 
capacity (1,530 litres) with its predecessor, 
the drab and hearse-like Vectra Estate. While the 
Insignia narrowly beats the old timer for boot 
space, the Vectra spaceship offered 1,850 litres 
of cargo space rear seats down. 

Then again, Vauxhall has the Zafira and new 
and classy Zafira Tourer for those needing a con¬ 
vertible van, while German executive marques 
have already shown that modern estate buyers 
want style and prestige as well as practicality. 

The Insignia is not a leader in the handling 
stakes, though it is worth checking out the taut¬ 


er and more rewarding Sport chassis that comes 
as standard on the SRi line-up - the SE model, as 
tested, has the more pliant Comfort set-up, which 
can feel vague and unsettled under pressure. 

Inside, the cabin mixes the quality and practi¬ 
cality that Vauxhall has deployed in an attempt 
to elbow into an ‘upper mainstream’ club with 
the likes of Honda and VW, and away from hoi 
polloi like Renault and in-house General Motors 
value brand, Chevrolet. 

Though I wasn’t impressed by the palette of 
browns and beiges in the test car, the Insignia 
cabin is a good place to be front and back, with 
lots of space to stretch out and excellent head- 
room - this is a big car for the money, provided 
you haggle against optimistic list prices. 

Indeed, you wonder if Vauxhall has tried to fill 
two sectors with the Insignia, having axed the 
bigger Omega flagship model it used to offer.

Kia sows the Ceed for its next generation

IT WAS only right that Kia’s second generation 
Ceed family hatchback made its public debut at 
the Geneva Motor Show, ending this weekend. 

The original car was created for the European 
market and built in Slovakia at an all-new car 
plant, and has since sparked a change in public 
perception of the ambitious Korean brand. 

The Ceed arrived in the UK in 2007, prompt¬ 
ing Kia to be seen not just as a value brand, but 
more mainstream, going on recently to be seen 
as cutting edge with models like the racy-looking 
Sportage SUV, plus sharp-suited Rio supermini 
and Optima family models. 

The original Ceed was roomy, well-equipped, 
well-designed and finished - also launching Kia’s 
unrivalled seven-year/100,000-mile warranty 
- and a decent drive, with the chassis further 
tightened at the car’s midlife facelift. 

Dealers will, no doubt, be offering some attrac¬ 
tive packages on the car as they sell off stocks of 
the original over the next couple of months 
ahead of the new car’s arrival around June. 

But what will the new car offer over its 
predecessor.^ 

For a start, the design this time will have the 
dabs all over it from Kia’s German design meister 
Peter Schreyer - the man who penned the origi¬ 
nal Audi TT. 

He arrived at Kia just as the Ceed had gone 
into production, but he has since then gradually 
displaced what he described as the brand’s 
“neutral look” to a distinctive post-Ceed style 
epitomised by the ‘tiger nose’ corporate grille.

The new car will be expected to seriously 
challenge top European models such as the VW 
Golf, Ford Focus and Vauxhall Astra this time by 
delivering top quality handling and ride, as well 
the old car’s obvious practical qualities 
and value. 

Powertrains have also been up¬ 
graded - though the previous 
car’s 1.6-litre diesel was already 
a marvel - and there will be a 
dual-clutch transmission like 
VW’s DSG enabling automatic 


transmission lovers to enjoy all the benefits of 
slick manual gear selection should they wish. 
We can also expect the car to be competitively 
priced and equipped once more and 
backed by that stunning war¬ 
ranty - not that it’s been needed 
much, since the Ceed has also 
proved utterly reliable, mak¬ 
ing it a popular used buy, too. 

The only negative is that 
Kia intends to continue with 
the car’s silly name, which 


should be written ‘c’eed’ and stands for some¬ 
thing that nobody, but the most incorrigible car 
anorak would want to remember. 

The five-door Ceed will also be accompanied 
by a new version of the SW estate model, which 
also proved a big success story and gained the 
further accolade of being bought by a hard-nosed 
fellow motoring scribe - endorsements don’t 
come bigger. 

Whether Kia will then follow up with a new 
version of the sporty three-door Proceed spin-off 
has yet to be confirmed.

Competition fuels expectation 
as Brands braced for BTCC

BRANDS Hatch will host the opening round of 
the 2012 Dunlop MSA British Touring Car 
Championship later this month in what looks 
like being one of the most open championships 
for years. 

Reigning champions Matt Neal and Honda 
Racing will start the year with a brand new Civ¬ 
ic, built to the championship’s new ‘next genera¬ 
tion touring car’ regulations. 

The rules, aimed at lowering costs, have seen 
grids swell to volumes last seen in the 1990s but 
they also present new challenges for existing 
teams. 

With a new car to develop, Neal will face stiff 
competition from team mate Gordon Shedden as 
he bids for a record-equalling fourth title. In ad¬ 
dition, two Civics will be built for the Pirtek team, 
of which one will be driven by 2011 contender 
Andrew Jordan. 

Meanwhile Neal’s great rival Jason Plato 
moves from Chevrolet to a brand new MG team. 
The Chinese-owned Birmingham marque enters 
a brace of MG 6 saloons prepared by crack squad 
Triple 8, w inn ers of several titles in the last dec¬ 
ade, including Plato’s 2001 championship. 

Whilst the partnership is brand new, this pedi¬ 
gree means they cannot be discounted. 

Wrotham’s Motorbase outfit staged a strong 
challenge for the title in 2011 and with continu¬ 
ity in their favour, returning lead driver Mat 
Jackson will be a dark horse for overall honours 
this season. 

The team start the year with a three-pronged 
attack, with Liam Griffin and promising Irish 
newcomer Aron Smith backing up Jackson’s 
charge. 

Veteran outfit West Surrey Racing have also 
elected to run three cars, their BMWs now pow¬ 
ered by turbocharged engines to match the other 
frontrunners. Seasoned campaigner Rob Collard 
will be kept on his toes by fast youngster Tom 
Onslow-Cole, with Nick Foster retained for a sec¬ 
ond season. 

In addition to the title favourites there are sev¬ 
eral promising teams and drivers that came on 
strong last year. 

Frank Wrathall was one of the first drivers to 


take advantage of the new regulations and his 
Toyota is expected to challenge for wins this sea¬ 
son. Rob Austin’s Audi picked up pace during 
the year, whilst Thurrock’s AmD Tuning have 
picked up promising newcomer Ollie Jackson to 
race their Golf 

Dartford’s Tony Gilham will be given a huge 
boost, driving Shedden’s 2011 Civic, so it’ll be 
impossible to pick a winner for any of the three 
season-opening races. 

In addition to the BTCC, there will be support 
races from the Renault Clio Cup, and fans will be 


able to follow the progress of Lewis Hamilton’s 
brother Nicolas, the star of a recent TV documen¬ 
tary. Formula Renault UK, Porsche Carrera Cup, 
Ginetta Juniors and Ginetta GT Supercup are also 
on the bill for a packed weekend of racing. 

Tickets for round one of the Dunlop MSA Brit¬ 
ish Touring Car Championship at Brands Hatch 
are on sale from £2 5, with free entry for children 
aged 12 and under. Racing takes place over the 
weekend March 31-April 1.

Monza delight 
and win for 
Quaife-Hobbs 

THE AutoGP season couldn't have started 
much better for Tonbridge's Adrian 
Quaife-Hobbs, after he picked up a win 
and a third-place at Monza at the 
weekend. 

Quaife-Hobbs, 21, 
wasn't even sure he'd 
be driving until a day 
before practice was due 
to start but after jetting 
out to Italy on Thursday 
evening he was third- 
fastest in Friday's first 
practice session. 

He improved in the 
second session to qualify on pole in his 
Lola and after a great start in Saturday's 
race he managed to build such a lead he 
was able to pull in for his compulsory pit 
stop on lap eight and still emerge in first 
place. 

"I really didn't have any idea how it 
would be starting in this car, as we 
naturally hadn't had any time to test that 
prior to the race, but I made a perfect start 
to hold the lead into turn one," he said. 

"I managed to break the tow early on 
and build up a 2.5 second lead over the 
first three laps. However on the fourth lap, 
the gearbox problem we suffered earlier 
returned, which meant I was losing time in 
the first sector as I couldn't change up 
quickly from first to second gear. So I had 
to really push hard on the rest of the lap 
to keep the advantage." 

Despite those gearbox issues he 
comfortably held on for the chequered 
flag, though victory meant that he had to 
start from the fourth row in the second 
race due to a reversed grid for the the top 
eight finishers. 

"Race two was far more eventful," he 
said. "I got a good start to hold position 
but didn't have quite the same pace as I 
had the rest of the weekend. Despite that 
we were in a good position to be challeng¬ 
ing for a podium finish and when a few 
cars ahead of me collided, I was in the 
right place to pick my way through and 
get third place." The next round of the 
championship takes place in Valencia.

KENT have signed the opening batsman 
Scott Newman on a two-month loan deal 
from Middlesex. 

"I am really pleased to be joining Kent

The 32-year-old left hander made his 
county debut for Surrey in 2002, before 
moving to Middlesex in 2009.

Hammer Oily’s confidence

IF Oily Lee is as surefooted on the field as he is off 
it, the midfielder, currently on-loan at Gilling¬ 
ham from West Ham United, is likely to have a 
career every bit as successful as that of his father 
Rob. 

Lee speaks with a maturity that belies his 20 
years, deftly answering questions about his fu¬ 
ture.

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Don’t pay price 
of ignoring fans 

THE former chairman of a Kent 
football club once claimed that 
supporters should be treated like 
mushrooms: kept in the dark and fed 
manure (I paraphrase) every now and again. 

The internet era now means that's a far 
more difficult task for anyone trying to run 
a football club for their own nefarious 
ends, but the implicit contempt for 
supporters displayed by the game's 
authorities is apparent every time a club's 
future is jeopardised by the actions of 
reckless or negligent individuals. 

The Scottish FA's decision to brand 
Craig White "not a fit and proper person" 
to own Glasgow Rangers was a classic 
case of stable-door shutting. 

Whyte's track record was a matter of 
public knowledge and yet the authorities 
did nothing to prevent him taking over at 
Ibrox and therefore have to take a share of 
the blame for the ensuing financial 
catastrophe. 

This happens so often in football it 
indicates a systemic problem. Rangers' 
implosion demonstrates that even the 
biggest clubs remain vulnerable because 
the legislation protecting clubs is so weak 
it may as well be non-existent. 

The English FA's "fit and proper person" 
test is nearly as laughable as the US 
immigration questionnaire that asks: 

"Have you ever participated in mass 
genocide?" and about as effective. 

Between 1992 and 2010 a staggering 
54 clubs became insolvent. 

In almost every case however, the 
greatest damage is done to supporters and 
this cannot be measured in financial terms. 

Fans who pay to attend matches are 
repeatedly subjected to lectures about their 
behaviour and the need to show 'respect'. 

Yet the most glaring omission in the 
Respect agenda is the lack of protection 
for supporters, who are emotionally tied 
to clubs in a way that players, officials and 
administrators never will be. 

This is the most vital relationship in the 
game. Without loyal supporters, lower 
league and semi-professional football 
teams would become glorified Saturday 
and Sunday league sides, playing in front 
of a handful of relatives - already the 
reality for some Kent League clubs. 

Fans are entitled to ask why the 
authorities don't take preventative action. 

The more plausible explanation is they 
are an afterthought. 

Try finding a reference to supporters 
anywhere on the KCFA's website. Its 
Football Strategy 2008-2012 doesn't even 
mention supporters or fans and in their 
2011-12 handbook, there are three 
references in over 400 pages, two of them 
concerning crowd control, the other a 
fleeting acknowledgement of the "sense 
of ownership" they feel. 

For £51 you can order a criminal record 
check. 

Failing this will stop you from working 
with young footballers, but 
history warns it won't prevent you 
from taking over their club.
